A Critical Week. 


The present week is likely to mark a 
decisive stage in the post-war history of 
Europe. To-day the German delegates to 
the London Conference will arrive in Eng- 
land, and on Wednesday they are due to 
meet the Allied chiefs at St. James's 
Palace. Herr Dr. von Simons, Germany's 
Foreign Minister, will be her principal 
delegate, and he will be supported by seven 
Secretaries 
von Seeckt, of the Reichswehr—twenty-five 
high officials, seven secretaries, and ten 
| female typists. This imposing German 
| mission to London is concerned, above all 
else, with the problem of reparations. 
Herr von Simons is perfectly frank about 
his intention, which is, if possible, to 
upset the recent Paris decisions of the 
Allies, whereby £11,300,000,000 are to be 
demanded from Germany. within the next 
forty-two years, and a tax of 12 per cent. is 
to be levied on all her exports over the 
same period of time. When these deci- 
sions were taken by the Allies it was 
understood generally that they were final, 
and that Germany's counter-proposals— 
which she has a right to make under the 
Peace Treaty—would be limited strictly to 
the question of ways and means. France, 
however, is determined to take no chances, 
M. Briand’s mandate from the French 
Chamber compels him to insist that. the

= | Germany Herr von Simons made a long 


| speech before the Imperial Economic 
| Cogneil, and left no doubt in the minds 
| of his hearers that he proposes to combat 
| the Paris decisions to the bitter end. He 
asserted that they were “ utterly impos- 
sible of fulfilment,’’ and that, if the Allies 
would not consent to their modification, 
Germany would be forced to reject them. 
He added that the German experts had 
drawn up far-reaching counter-proposals, 
which, he claimed, “would meet the needs 
of the Allies and prove better, and far 
| more just, than the Paris conditions.” 
These proposals emanate from the brains 
of Germany's business hierarchy. Herr 
Walter Rathenau, of the famous A.E.G. 
(the General Electricity Company), with 
Herr von Siemens, Herr Stinnes, and 
others, has evolved a vast scheme for the 
establishment of international producing 
and selling syndicates which shall virtually 
control the raw materials of the world 
and transform industrial Europe into one 
great co-operative society. The details of 
this plan, which has been adopted formally 
by the German Government, are not yet 
known; but it certainly seeks to annul 
the Paris decisions. France is hardly likely 
to listen to any proposals which will tend 
to revive German prosperity.and postpone 
| her own recovery. She wants to be paid 
| in hard cash and at once. Her Budget for 
the coming year provides for the receipt of 
the first instalment of the indemnity, and 
the Poincaré group in the Chamber will 
wreck the Government if it is not paid. 
Unless the German  counter-proposals, 
therefore, guarantee to France her full 
annuities, M. Briand will refuse to con- 
sider them 

The “Wa. Il know full well that France 
| is determined to enforce the decisions 
| which were taken at Paris. Their hopes 
| of evading their obligations are centred in 
‘Italy and Britain. The Giolitti Govern- 
| ment is anxious to get rid of all the 
| legacies of war and to get on with its 
task of internal reconstruction. Herr von 
Simons believes that Count Sforza will be 
inclined to take the line of least resistance, 
and that, if the German proposals are not 
utterly preposterous, he will favour their 
acceptance, or, at any rate, their careful 
consideration. Then comes Britain, She 
is a commercial nation, and her chief 
European interest lies in the speedy 
restoration of the Continent to economic 
| stability and industrial health. The 
| Rathenau-Stinnes plan is calculated 
to make a good impression on Mr. 
Lloyd George's expert advisers, and Herr 
‘von Simons probably is staking everything 
upon the undoubted weluctance of the 
British Government and the British people 
to involve themselves in warlike measures. 
He knows that France will urge the im- 
mediate occupation of the Ruhr valley, a 
step which Britain is anxious, if possible, 
Therefore, he probably argues, 
Britain will persuade France to com- 
promise. There is one thing, however, 
which Germany constantly forgets. France 
is Britain’s friend. Anything in the nature 
of a split between them would be so 
disastrous to them both that they will 
sacrifice everything to the maintenance and 
strengthening of the JHntente. Many 
British business men may be of the 
opinion that the indemnity arranged at 
Paris is impracticable, but there it is. 
“If there is a difficulty in Germany about 
payment,” said M. Briand on Friday, 
“there also is a difficulty in France, and 
sympathy surely should be with the nation 
that was attacked and has won the day.” 
Britain during the present week must 
choose between Germany and France. 
That is the real issue; to disguise it 
would be folly.

The American Cabinet. 


President Harding's Cabinet, which is 
now complete, has been damned wits 
faint praise in the United States, and is, 
apparently, so little a subject of interest 
on this side of the water that no‘ daily 
paper of any importance has printed the 
complete nominal roll of its members. 
Yet this body of men will inherit 
the task of steering the United States 
through four, at least, of the most difficult 
and dangerous years of their great, but 
still, in some respects, indefinite, career. 
Possibly, the habit of pinning the national 
faith to individuals instead of to prin- 
ciples has seized upon the Americans, 
even as it has become an obsession on this 
side of the Atlantic, where we have

Hughes is the almost legendary figure of 
twenty years ago—the driving, dominat- 
ing, super-lawyer who fought dishonest 
finance and stood for so long as the 
champion of clean business and clean 
politics in New York State—remains to be 
seen. Even if the driving power is lost 
to him, however, the ex-Justice of the 
Supreme Court must still be a big factor 
in American affairs. Mr. Hoover's 
abilities and ideas are even better known 
in Europe, but here we shall find that 
the very things which caused him to be 
rejected as a possible President will also 
prevent him from heing a force in Mr. 
Harding’s Cabinet beyond the limits of 
his own economic sphere. It is not in the 
sphere of economics, however, that the 
future problems of the United States lie, 
but in that presided over by Mr. Hughes, 
Secretary of State, and possibly in that for 
which Mr. Weeks, Secretary of War, is to 
be responsible. The rest of thé Cabinet 
are political appointments—men scarcely

Ireland’s Victory. 


The glorious uncertainty of sport never 
was better illustrated than by the results 
of th® international Rugby football 
matches that have been played this 
season. On January 22nd the French 
Fifteen defeated their Scottish opponents 
at Inverleith; on the 12th inst. 
Scots’ side defeated the best team 
that Wales could produce at Swansea: 
and on Saturday Wales defeated France. 
If further evidence of the absurdity of 
taking “ form ” as a trustworthy criterion 
were needed, it could be found in the re- 
sult of the match between Ireland and 
Scotland. On Saturday morning two of 
the greatest authorities on Rugby football 
said in the London Press that Scotland 
would win. They must have felt rather 
sorry twelve hours after~ their predic- 
tion had appeared in print. The truth is 
that in one respect international football 
is very like Irish politics—it is a field in 
which the unexpected happens very often 
and the inevitable very rarely. The Irish 
Fifteen’s success not 
luck; they deserved it thoroughly, 
and the score hardly represents their 
supericrity. Their total number of points 
might have been increased by at least 
three, and Scotland's would have been 
reduced by five, if G, V. Stephenson had 
not made an error of judgment in the first 
three minutes of the game. In a good 
position, with his wing unmarked, he 
passed inwards. This pass was inter- 
cepted, and led to Sceotland’s, first 
try. In the second half he atoned 
for his mistake by scoring in brilliant 
style. The chief credit for the victory 
must be given to the forwards. Their 
stamina was remarkable; they seemed 
to be as fresh when the referee 
sounded “no side’’ as they were when 
the game started, and at no period did 
their energy flag. One is almost tempted 
to say that if they cam show the same 
“form’’ against Wales a fortnight hence 
Ireland will secure another victory—but 
“form’’ is an untrustworthy guide, and 
there is danger in prophecy.

A circular letter dealing with ence phal itis 
lethargica, popularly galled “ sleeping sickness,’’ 
has been issued by the Ministry of Health 
urging medical officers of health to co-operate in 
the investigation of the disease. 

When a case is reported in any district, a 
schedule of inquiry is to be sent to the medica] 
officer of health for report on the principal facts. 

These facts will enable the Central Depart- 
ment to collect, and analyse information as to 
the disease thronghout England end Wales. 

The Ministry of Health edd that during the 
last two years the disease has occurred in all 
parte of the world.

DEATH OF SIR CHARLES A. 
CAMERON. 


CLOSE OF A REMARKABLE 
CAREER. 


We deeply regret to announce thai Sir 
Charles A. Cameron, C.B., died at his residence, 
Raglan road, Dublin, yesterday morn- 
ing. .He had been in feeble health for some 
time, and the end was not unexpected. 

Born in Dublin on July 16, 1830, son of 
Captain Ewen Cameron of Lochaber, and 
Belinda, daughter of Mr. John Smith, Co. 
Cavan, Charles Cameron traced his descent from 
the famous Clan, which figures so conspicuously 
in Seottish history, his father being tne great- 
grandson of John Camerov of Lochicl, and 
grandson of Archibald Cameron, who was 
beheaded on Tower Hill for the part which he 
played in the Jacobite rising of 1745. Captain 
Ewen Cameron, who haa held a commission in 
the British Army, died in 1844, and his son, 
then a lad of fourteen, was left to follow the 
natural bent of his mind in the matter of 
choosing a profession. 

IN GERMANY. 

Having received his early education in Dublin, 
young Cameron went to Germany, where he 
graduated as a Doctor of Medicine and also as 
a Doctog of Philosophy in 1856. The intimate 
knowledge which he acquired of the German 
language was afterwards displayed in a volume 
of poems published by him, which were ES 
translations of verses by Ludwig, Uhland, 
Kiopstock and others. This small booklet is a 
rarity at present, and was of more than ordi- 
nary merit. Almost from boyhood Sir Charles 
was a contributor to the Press as an essayist 
and reviewer, and he has also acted as an editor 
on more than one occasion. The list of works 
from his pen in the catalogue of the Trinity 
College Library is a very extensive one, and in- 
cludes volumes on the Chemistry of 
ture, the Chemistry of Food, 
Preservation of Health, and a 
Hygiene. His chief works, however,

At these gatherings his 
presence was always specially welcome. His 
opinions upon scientific questions, especially such 
as came within the range of his rare official 
experience, carried peculiar weight, and were iu- 
variably received with sincere respect. 
SOCIAL ACTIVITY. 

For a long period Sir Charles Cameron was con 
nected with Irish Freemasonry, and was one of the 
principal members of that Order. He was 
a member of the Supreme Council of the 33rd 
Degree and Deputy Grand. Master of the Order 
of the Temple. He has written also on Free- 
masonry, Seing the author of a history of that 
Order. 

The immense bulk of his writings, and also the 
number of hours in which he was engaged daily 
m connection with his publie health business, 
would have left an ordinary man little or no 
time at his disposal for recreation, but not so 
in his case, as the Corinthian Club was of his 
creation, and he presided at all the banquets 
and supper parties given by this club, and in- 
variably made a long and entertaining speech. 
Whatever measure of success it gained was due in 
a large measure to Sir Charles Cameron, who was 
a man devoid of prejudice, and in whom bigotry 
of any kind was unknown These were the 
principal characteristics of the man which made 
him universally respected His 


Medicine and Fellow of the Royal College of 
Surgeons, as well as the degree of Ph.D. The 
account of his recreations, supplied by himself 
to a well-known biographical hand-book, is as 
follows :—“* Spends holidays attending medical 
and other congresses, and a few leisure hours in 
reading light literature.” Sir Charles Cameron 
was possessed of an amount of wit, of which his 
Scotch ancestry would, perhaps, hardiy have 
given promise. He was appealed to for 
certificates from vendors of all descriptions of 
articles, and on one occasion certified for a 
sweep that the soot which he had submitted 
to him was “a fine specimen, and of 4 very
